Just  when  you  thought  it  was  safe  to  pick 
your  nose  or  adjust  yourself,  the  school  added 
some  "improvements"  that  stopped  most  people 
from  doing  so. 

To  keep  the  school  safe,  principal  Mr. 
Gary  Grundman,  the  superintendent  Mr.  James 
Cooper,  Char-Em  representative  Jim  Halverson, 
and  Vision  Technology  Security,  got  together  and 
installed  cameras  throughout  the  school. 

"They  are  an  invasion  of  privacy  and  we 
don't  need  them  in  every  hall.  I  can  see  why  they 
would  want  them  in  the  cafeteria,  but  I  think  the 
money  could've  been  used  for  better  things,"  said 
senior  Nicole  Mackowiak. 

There  were  sixteen  cameras  filling  the 
hallways  and  the  parking  lot.  Three  of  the  cameras 
were  located  outside  to  prevent  vandalism  and 
to  make  sure  no  students  sneak  out  during  school 
hours. 

There  weren't  any  cameras  placed  within 
the  actual  classrooms.  The  other  thirteen  were 
placed  within  the  school,  including  the  weight 
room,  the  stairwells,  the  entrance  of  the  school,  the 
commons,  and  hallways. 

Grundman  and  Vice-Principal  Mrs.  Su- 
zanne Klinger  had  screens  with  sixteen  individual 
windows  so  they  could  watch  every  section  of  the 
school  at  one  time. 

The  software  that  the  company  provided 
was  all  digital.  There  were  no  bulky  tapes  or  disks, 
so  everything  could  be  easily  accessed  on  the 
computer. 

Four  different  companies  that  installed 
cameras  were  individually  interviewed  and  gave 
the  school  an  estimation  of  the  costs  for  the  cam- 
eras, the  installation,  and  any  future  assistance  the 
school  may  need. 

"I  like  to  dance  in  front  of  them,  and  show 
off  my  groovy  moves,"  laughed  junior  Stephanie 
Way. 

The  original  plan  of  the  high  school  build- 
ing included  cameras.  However,  with  the  strict 
budget,  they  were  not  able  to  provide  the  cameras 
at  that  time. 

The  main  reason  for  the  installation  of  the 
cameras  was  to  keep  the  school  safe  from  any 
unlawful  behavior  by  the  students,  and  to  detect 
problems  before  they  get  out  of  hand.

ued  unrest  in  the  Middle 
East  or  another  Katrina 
would  only  make  matters 
worse. 

This  is  why  America 
needs  to  invest  more  in 
travel  alternatives  like  rail  _ 
now. 

The  oil  shocks  of  the 
1970s  caught  us  by  sur- 
prise, and  they  harmed  our 
economy  and  quality  of  life 
for  at  least  a  decade.  We 
shouldn't  let  that  happen 
again.  Greater  investment 
in  more  convenient,  comfort- 
able, fuel-efficient  rail  ser- 
vice is  a  way  for  us  to  get 
out  in  front  of  this  problem 


instead  of  reacting 
to  it  later. 

Of  course, 
trains  don't  run  on 
flower  petals  either. 
Petroleum  powers 
many  of  today's 
trains,  just  like  cars. 
But  the  reality  is  that  there 
is  no  better  way  to  use  the 
fuel  we  have  to  move  large 
numbers  of  people  around 
and  eventually  to  switch  to 
other  sources  of  energy,  like 
electricity  than  by  train. 

America's  transpor- 
tation needs  are  complex, 
and  there  is  no  one,  perfect 
solution.  But  that's  exactly 


why  we  need 
more  rail  in- 
vestment now 
as  a  part  of 
our  transpor- 
tation system. 


When  fuel 
prices  were  cheaper,  we 
came  to  over-rely  on  high- 
way transportation.  Now  we 
need  to  build  more  modern, 
convenient,  comfortable  and 
fuel-efficient  rail  services. 

We  shouldn't  have 
to  struggle  with  gas  prices  to 
keep  our  economy  moving 
while  other  countries  pass  us 


by. 


Bush  defends  immigration  plan

GLYNCO,  Ga.  President 
Bush  offered  a  passionate 
defense  of  his  plan  to  over- 
haul immigration  laws  Tues- 
day, casting  the  debate  as 
a  struggle  over  America's 
soul  and  its  reputation  as  a 
welcoming  nation. 

In  an  exclusive  inter- 
view with  McClatchy  News- 
papers, Bush  expressed 
confidence  that  the  changes 
under  consideration  in  Con- 
gress would  dramatically 
reduce  the  flow  of  illegal 
immigrants  while  giving 
those  who  are  already  here 
a  chance  to  join  mainstream 
American  society. 

He  suggested  that 


critics  of  his  plan  are  ei- 
ther uninformed  about  the 
details  or  fearful  of  immigra- 
tion. 

"I'm  deeply  con- 
cerned about  America 
losing  its  soul.  Immigration 
has  been  the  lifeblood  of  a 
lot  of  our  country's  history," 
Bush  said.  "I  am  worried 
that  a  backlash  to  newcom- 
ers would  cause  our  country 
to  lose  its  great  capacity  to 
assimilate  newcomers." 

Bush  acknowledged 
that  the  proposed  overhaul 
faces  a  difficult  time  in 
Congress,  where  it  is  under 
attack  from  both  ends  of  the 
political  spectrum. 

Conservative 
critics  contend  that  the 


plan  amounts  an  amnesty 
program  because  illegal 
immigrants  would  be  al- 
lowed to  stay  in  the  country 
after  paying  a  $1,000  fine. 
Some  liberals  complain  that 
plans  for  a  new  temporary 
worker  program  are  overly 
restrictive  and  would  create 
a  permanent  underclass  of 
foreign  workers. 

"I  understand  it's 
going  to  require  a  lot  of 
work  because  this  is  a  very 
emotional  issue,"  he  said. 
"There  is  an  element  of  our 
society  that  is  worried  about 
two  Americas.  My  argument 
to  them  is:  We've  had  this 
debate  in  our  country  for 
years.

Iraqi  people 
had  something  special 
to  cheer  about  when 
Saddam  Hussein  was 


executed.

Iraq's  national  security 
advisor,  Mowaffak  al- 


Representmg  himself  in  the  court  of  law,  Saddam  Hussein  wanted 
to  be  his  own  lawyer.  Throughout  the  trial,  Hussein  keep  postpon- 
ing every  step  that  the  courts  where  trying  to  take 


Rubaie  said,  "Saddam 
is  gone.  Today  Iraq  is 
an  Iraq  for  all  the  Iraqis, 
and  all  the  Iraqis  are 
looking  forward. ..The 
Hussein  era  has  gone 
over." 

Hussein, 
dressed  in  a  black 
overcoat,  was  led  into  a 
room  by  three  masked 
guards  and  hung. 

Iraqi  television 
aired  the  execution 
several  hours  prior  to 
Hussein's  death,  to 


the  placing  the  noose 
around  his  neck,  no 
audio  was  aired. 

"He  was  a 
broken  man,"  Rubaie 
said,  "He  was  afraid, 
you  could  see  the  fear 
in  his  face." 

The  White 
House  later  that  day 
issued  a  statement  prais- 
ing the  Iraqi  people  for 
giving  Hussein  a  fair 
trial.  Hussein  was  hung 
for  his  role  in  the  1982 
Dujail  massacre,  where 


148  Iraqis  were  killed 
after  a  failing  attempt 
to  assassinate  Hus- 
sein who  was  then-Iraqi 
President. 

Celebration 
broke  out  when  word 
spread  that  Hussein  was 
dead.  Iraqi-Americans 
celebrated  in  Dearborn, 
Michigan,  home  to  the 
largest  group  of  Iraqi  in 
the  United  States.

Anna  Nicole  Smith's  life  came  to  a  sudden  and  unexpecting  end

Former  reality 
TV  star,  Playboy 
Playmate,  and  Guess 
model,  Anna  Nicole 
Smith  died  Feb.  08,  at 
the  age  of  39. 

Smith  was 
found  unconscious  in 
her  hotel  room  at  the 
Seminole  Hard  Rock 
Hotel  &  Casino  in 
Hollywood,  Florida.  She 
was  taken  to  Memorial 
Regional  Hospital  and 
pronounced  died. 

"We  were 
saddened  and 
heartbroken  by  my 
sister's  death.  No 
matter  what  out 
differences  have  been 
over  the  years,  Anna 
was  still  our  blood 
and  she  will  be  missed 
terribly,"  said  Smith's 
sister,  Donna  Hogan. 

After  an 


autopsy  was  performed,      overdose. 

the  death  of  Smith  At  the  site 


was  unexplained.  The 
autopsy  showed  that 
no  drugs  were  found 
in  her  stomach.  Also, 
there  were  no  signs 
of  blunt  force  trauma, 
asphyxiation  or  other 
physical  trauma. 

With 
so  much  controversy 
in  the  court  room, 
Smith's  burial  was 
finally  determined. 
Smith's  mother,  Virgie 
Arthur,  was  fighting 
for  the  custody  of  her 
daughter's  body,  so 
she  could  bury  Smith 
next  to  family  members 
in  Texas.  But,  Smith 
had  bought  a  plot  in  a 
Bahamas  cemetery  so 
she  could  be  next  to 
her  son,  Daniel  Smith, 
who  died  in  September 
2006  from  drug 


where  Smith  was 
buried,  a  small 
flock  of  doves  were 
released  as  Arthur, 
lawyer  and  boyfriend 
Howard  Stern,  and 
former  boyfriend  Larry 
Birkhead  each  placed 
one  pink  and  one  red 
rose  on  top  of  the  coffin 
as  it  was  placed  into  the 
ground. 

Even  though 
Smith  was  laid  to  rest, 
she  still  left  behind 
many  questions.  Smith's 
will  was  never  updated, 
and  according  to 
the  will,  she  had  left 
everything  to  her  died 
son  Daniel.  So  the 
inheritance  of  $88 
million  has  no  heir.  But 
within  the  will  it  includes 
language  that  talks 
about  Smith's  future 


spouses  or  children. 
A  few  days 
before  the  death  of 
Smith's  son,  she  gave 
birth  to  a  daughter, 
Dannielynn  Hope. 
Smith  claimed  that 
Dannielynn  is  Stern's 
baby,  but  three  other 
men  claimed  that  they 


could  also  be  the 
father,  Smith's  former 
bodyguard  Alexander 
Denk,  Birkhead,  and 
Frederic  von  Anhalt 
who  had  a  decade-long 
affair  with  Smith. 


The  death  of  Anna  Nicole  Smith  was  a  suprise  to  everyone.  "I  couldn't 
believe  what  I  was  hearing  when  I  turned  on  the  TV.  It  was  very  shock- 
ing, especially  when  she  just  had  a  baby  a  few  months  age,"  said 
senior  Kaitlyn  Wojan. 
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A  masked  gunman  robbed 
the  Family  Video  store  and 
locked  the  store  clerk  in 
the  trunk  of  her  car  before 
fleeing  on  Aug.  27.
